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Parakkai Inscriptions. 

Parakkai. a village live mile* to the south-west of Xagorooil, contains n 
temple dedicated to Madhusadana-vinnagar-Ernberumao. Another small and 
ruined Siva temple in this village is called the oilarai-Mah&deva. This luttor 
does not appear to be old. A broken -tone which has been inserted as the lintel 
of its turn de down doorway and which contain* a few syllable* in Vatpduttu,' may 
have Ixx'ii brought fn>m somewhere and made to serve that-mictural purpose. 

The Vishpu temple, on the other hand, must have been one of sufficient 
anth|iiity ns testified to by a I’ indy a epigraph engraved on whnt is nor» the 
taptamiUrika-balikkal. Thia alab mu*t have been the 4 umfldn- member of the granite 
haacincnt of the original >j<xrbkn>jr>ba, and when that shrine was repaired some 
centime* luter, the upper surface of thi* fragment of stone appears to have been 
fiixliioiu*! out into the nine pit A/t-lilce devition*, to rejwwnt the (Aeven) tavUim&tfis, 
GaiifSu nnd VIrabhadra. Of lirr wise, it is not possible to explain the pri-cnce of tin 
inscription on such a .tone. Moreover, the l«eginninga of each of the lines cf this 
record must have been incised on another similarly moulded atone whicli is miss- 
ing, and flu* incomplete m-cnptioii must al-« Imre been continued on some other 
stone* which have now bwn lost. 

This record is date I in the 2nd + :.th year of a Papdva king whose name, 
fortunately preserved in '4oiyi- Mdrarkku', rmi.i have been &^ai\'s-MiiaO, i. t., 
MftpiU. the -on of Sadniyno. This inscription mention* that Kf jtlnmftgalam was 
a brahnutdiya in Naftji-n*dn and that t lie temple of MadhusOdtuin-vioiuivarl’cru- 
hiAd was sit mttpsl the min. From another inscription' wo learn tliut Kf j,Aru*iifiga- 
lam had (he other name of Abhimknanieru-chuturvedimatigalnin, and from thi* 
fact, we muy guess that the village owed it* lumo to, and wa* prolnbly the gift to 
brahman- bv, a Pftpdya king who wa* calle. I ' Ahkimt/lttamiru . As this was the title 
of the I'Andya king Kljn»imha III who was also a Sadaiya-MAptU, wo may reason- 
ably identif) the king «<f thia Vamduttu fragment with ltajiuimlui 111/ tlui donor 
of the bigger dtnuatnunQr plate* It «* also another piece of confirmatory evidence 
that the regnal year* of that sovereign have also l«cc» found reticulated from the 2 nd 
ymr. ns in the present record. The Stnna manOr plates were issued in the 2nd + 
l ltli year* of the king and the present record moat tlierefore have been engrave, 
nine years earlier; it i* pnaaible that the village KlUnnafigalam got ita surname o! 
Abl:iniAnani«ru-chaturvediiiufigakun after tlic 7th year. The Vfehpu temple mu;) 
therefore I* attributed, though not in its present form, to the 10th century a. ii

Kllftramfigakun has also been mentioned in tome of the records as Vtliko- 
Ui-K flannaftgalaiu. ValiboDi-kI[il probably signifies the goddess ‘Durgi, who 
destroys tlic strength of enemies'; but ns the form of the word u-ed, namely, Klllr 
connotes 'a headman, a chieftain’, KiUnnafigaLiui would then mam *tl»c village 
of, or named after, a Li/An (honorific kifdr). It iuay I* noted tiiat kifdr has also 
the meanings of *u garden’, ‘an irrigation lo-kct’: but these haw no appropriate- 
ness here. 

Of tlw other records copied from the temple, throe give the names of three 
Tm van GOTO sovereign*. while the remaining nine are the usual documents register- 
ing certain endowment* of iiMiney or Lmd ro*«le by piou* individuals for the ex- 
;>ciise» of conducting certain item* of worship to the god, or for feeding some Irali- 
mull* in the temple. 

Une. however, registers tlw grant of smue land to au architect as iirpaiindti 
f. as a lA»iyatchi to an architect for hi* pmfe>*K>nal snrvicM to tlie temple. Simi- 
lar donations of riiHlIi bolding* for the benefit of individual* contributing several 
services arc tho Lufu/ttrutti, n>al*i-rirulL, kombu nrutli. nand&tnua-t irutti, pdffu- 
rirnUi etc. fur playing mi the flute in the tem|Jc, fer tlsc supply of flower gar- 
lands, for blowing on (be bom during iril-ali profession*. for rearing the flower* 
gurden of flic temple, for chanting ilcvtftional songs at the time ol worship «tc. res- 
pci:tiv oly.

According to this writ, AdicbchaQ-Adicbchao waa entitled to a remuner- 
ation of two k 6 ((ai of paddy per month, one nd/i of cooked rice per day and some 
other minor perquisites, so long as be continued to write up aod maintain the 
temple accounts.

RECORD OP RAMAVARMAN: KOLLAM 762. 



No. 88— Reoord of Bhutalarira-RnmaTarman: Koilam 762. 

The two door jambs of the entrance iuat behind the balikkal of the temple 
have a record dated in Koilam 762 current after Saka 1508, on the 13th of Purat- 
tasi whicb waa a Tuesday with dv&dati and TiruvOgam-nakshstra. It registers the 
gift of some lands having the sowing capacity of 35 k&ffai which king Safikaia- 
oar&yupa Veorumapkopda Bhtltalavlra Rlmararmao Sixaivly-Mottavar, who waa 
bom in the K*rttikai-»sterisui had made for conducting an early morning service 
(ushdpaja) called ScqbagarimaQ-Oandi. These lands were left in the possession 
of Deviyar, the daughter of ipdukopij* Nlcbchiytr of Tiintimaftgalam on kd- 
rdnmai (tenure), and she bad to measure out daily to the temple 4 ndfi of good 
rim for the god • offerings. 

From the Quilon record published in the Travancori Archatlogual Stria, 1 
it has been surmised that the Travanccre ruler of the 15th century named Rama 
varman (Koilam 646-59) had called himaelf Sepbagar4magi and in the present 
record uleo, the early morning avrvic* waa named Sepbagaramao • tandi by 
another king Ramavnrmao, who lived one full centurv later in Koilam 762. Aa it 
is not reasonable to suppose that tire later king had commemorated the hame of 
his disUnt predecessor, it may be premised that the Travanoore king Kama- 
varman of Koilam i 62 had also affected the *anm title of Sepbagartmao. The 
Koilam date 762 has been confirmed by the mention of the &aka xr*r 1508. and

his distant predecessor, it may be premised that the Travanoore king Kama- 
varman of Koilam i 62 had also affected the •ame title of Sepbagaramao. The 
Koilam date 762 bat been confirmed by the mention of the &aka y«*r 1508, and 
there is thus no possibility of considering it aa Koilam 662, so as to attribute this 
record also to the other well-known Rlmsrarmso of Koilam 659, who waa respon- 
sible for some beautiful architectural additions to the Suchlndrsra temple. 

It may lie interring to note that the record of a Vi»akham-Tiruna| Rtma- 
varman is found at Chidambaram* in Koilam 762; it therefore follows that the 
ruler mentioned in this record who was bom in the star Kirttiksi and was different 
from the king of the Chidambaram epigraph.
